Tin* pardon hoard last May de- 
nled a plea to commute the death 
sentences to life imprisonment af­ 
ter Bucks County District Attorney 
Willard 8. Curtin reported that the 
three had tried to break out of the 
county prison at Doylestown. 
District Attorney Cortin called 
Kelley's murder "unusually vici­ 
ous," and told th* pardon board 
that another man. Allen Hsilerman, 
of Philadelphia, had died as a re­ 
sult of a bullet wound received in 
th© same holdup, 
ilellerman had 
been shot in the neck and was a 
helpless cripple until he died last 
De**. 5.
